The proBpoot of some improvement 
in the condition of tho Colony is no 
reason for relaxing in endeavours to 
improve our present very detootivo 
system of government. There aro al- 
v ays mon to bo found in every com- 
munity of such finito ideas, that they 
aro in favor of lotting tho aotual state 
of thiegs alone j others, who are not 
contented unless they are striving for 
the first places do not believe implioitly 
in lotting woll alono; they think tboy 
may do bettor; of course much depends 
upon the standard ot perfection which 
each man sets up ; but certainly those 
whoso motto is "rest and bo thankful" 
are not likoly to do so much good in 
the world, as the more energetic beings 
who are not contonted tc rest so long 
as they have strength tor that 
* whio.n,they see, set before them to dp. 
Tho noblo savage in his blanket is per. 
haps a fair typo of "let well alone,'' 
and wo aro not prepaiod to say that 
ho is cot a?, good as bis moro advance 
ea orucuor wxio •t»o*jtv*ji»c~uoub— 
period, and drinks whiskey ; yet tho 
progross of civilization domands that 
the condition oi tho Indiuu should bo 
improved, Ut a similar class *•-> those 
whtvj'la^i Wetj ^ lone/' are those who 
oounsol their friends to "wait and boo 
what turns up." We fear we have

Colutiibia; there are amongst us those 
who invariably find fault with news* 
paper writers who have at anytime to 
say a word against the institutions of 
the Colony ; what is the use they say 
of calling attention continually to tho 
faults of our officials aud the evils of 
our system of Government? Why 
givo the place ft notoriety which will 
bo inimical to it amongst our neigh* 
boars of the States, and which will 
deter settlers from coming to our 
shores. Besides, what good can a 
newspaper do ? it is but a single voice. 
To this wo reply, that if keeping back 
or trifling with the truth is the only 
way to attract population to our shoros, 
let us rather be without tho popula- 
tion; by calling attention to the exist- 
ing evils, we shall at all events show 
our neighbours that we aro aware of 
•what is amiss, and tbat we are 
dettrminod to try and get it re- 
medied. It is quite possible wo 
admit, that a newspapor may 
not bo able to do much to roform 
a painfully imperfeot publio adminis- 
tration of affairs; not, however, on 
account of its being but a single voioo; 
the press is the voice of the people, 
tho exponent of public opinion ; and 
when it ceases to bo so, its infiuenco 
will ooase also, and the fourth estate 
will be amongst the relios of the past. 
Would ThaTthe broverhor bTThfa (Jow 
ony aDd his advisors could hear tho 
ijasiasima verba of the hardworking 
people here when they speak of bad 
Government and heavy taxation ; few 
complain at all of the amounts paid to 
individual mombors of the Govern** 
xnonfc, it is thoroughly English to like 
to pay a good prico and got tho best 
article.

Governor were an energetic, active 
man of business, taking pains in this 
aoason of inactivity to make himself 
acquainted with tho wants of tho 
people, by mixing moro with them, 
visiting the settlements to ascertain 
for himself what progress is making, 
what roads aro wanting, where a grant 
of money for publio works would bo 
beneficial, and a hundred other things 
which can bo ascertained only by por- 
aonal investigation, how much moro 
highly would tho pooplo of tho Colony 
think of him. Is it right in a Gov- 
ernor to spend tho wholo of tho time 
which he dovotes to publio business 
in writing dispatchcB, to tho nogloot 
of every othor public duty. Tho public 
are not exacting inthoir requirements 
tboy do not oxpoot their Governor to 
work miiaclos, or to make prosperity 
if it cioas not exist iu tho Colony un- 
der his oontrol ; they do not ask him 
to cuitail his own privato onjoymonts 
or amusements in any way, nor do 
thoy oak him to devote overy day or 
any portion of each day to ihoso pub„ 
lie duties for tho duo performance of 
which ho was appointed by Her Max 
jesty her representative in this Col- 
ony. But thoy do ask him to devoto 
himself to Colonial matters, to such 
»n extent ns shall mako him personally

The Patrie of May 29th prints what 
purports to be an Abyssinian version of 
tho last moments of Theodore. The re- 
port commences by praising the loyal and 
generous conduct of England; "for, while 
regretting tbe monarch who was oar 
friend, and who now reposes in immortal- 
ity, we must render homage to the cour- 
age and skill of the conquerors.'' On 
learning that the English hud disembark- 
ed, Theodore thought that they would 
march on his capital by way of the fertile 
plaius of Dembea, the entrance to which 
ho was prepared to de lend. He regarded 
tho occupation of Senafo ns a ruse de 
guerre to make him abandon the formid- 
able positions ho held, nnd did not move. 
This is why Ihe English accused Theodore 
of indecision. He refused to listen to his 
spies and when doubt was no longer possi- 
ble it was too late. His cnvnlry remained 
at Amnrrha, and with 22,000 musketeers 
tie marched oa Magdala. He tried to 
defend the defiles, but there was no longer 
time; the advanced guard appeared. His 
Generals, too, wrra discouraged, ond 
gorged with gold, abandoned their chief in 
his extremity. Tho numher of Abyssinians 
buried amounted to 757, whilst 2,139 
were wounded. To the rifle and steel 
gun tho victory must be in a great moas^ 
ure attributed; but, why should we not 
say so? The English soldiers (English 
is underlined) displayed groat bravery and 
intrepidity during the assault and were 
humano towards the prisoners and wound- 
ed. Accustomed to bloody reprisals, the 
Abyssinians expected to ho massacred. 
The severo discipline of tho English army 
in preventing excesses and useless cruelty 
lias won for itanlf the admiration of the 
conquered. Amongst the dead were seven 
bahiutcheras or men who resembled Thco 
doro and woro purposely dressed like him, 
and one General in Chief. Tho Abyss 
ioiaus thought on the 15th that tho Eng- 
lish would remain in the country and they 
desired this. The generosity of the con 
querors, their brilliant triumph and their 
respect for property caused it to bo fore 
se<;u that under their administration there 
would be liberty, fortune and protection 
for commerce, industry and agriculture, 
They feared anarchy if the country wore 
evacuated. Theodore did not commit 
suicide. Having witnessed the destruc- 
tion of his army and having searched 
death in vain amid ball and shell, when 
he saw the head of tho enemy's columns 
crown the breach ho well understood that 
his last hour had c<unc; ho saw that re- 
sistance was impossible and that ho was 
about to be mode a prisoner, This' re- 
flection mado him roar, 11 the English 
captives hud heon still in his power, their 
death would have been certain, In a (it 
of fury or rather madness, ho ordered 
their extermination, forgetting that they 
were freo in the English camp. Qn ijocing 
his power fleeing from him with the blood 
of his soldiers, contemplating his Empire 
destroyed, his dynasty overturned, his 
roign finished, two streams of tears rai 
down his cheeks; tho muscles of his fueo 
and chest were contracted with pain and 
his limbs writhod In mute despair. His 
hitter Bufferings should atone for many of 
h is crimes, Two balantchorus, pistol iu 
band, stood silently waiting his ordor. 
Ho gavo his will to Emgbcddo. Crossing 
his arms over his breast ho prayed; then 
with a hollow voice ho ronoated several 

cliildron!'' Tho gate, under tho blows of 
the assailants, was giving way. Proudly

New York, June 28, 1868. 
In the House of Representatives yester- 
day, a bill vitally affecting the future weN 
fare of British North America was introduced 
by Mr Ramsay, of Minnesota. The bill is 
neither mere nor less than a proposition to 
ronow the treaty of reoiprocal trado between 
the States and Canada and the Itiilisb 
Maritime Provinces. It provides that upon 
the passage, by tho Government of British 
North America, on reciprocal laws to carry 
into effeot Bimilnr provisions, tbe President 
shall issue his proclamation declaring that 
certain enumerated articles being tbe growth 
produot and manufacture of Canada, Now 
Brunswick, Nnva Scolia, Newfoundland, and 
Prince Edward's Island, shall be admitted 
into the Uniled Stales, when directly impor- 
ted, at a duty of fivo per centum ad valortm. 
Tbe schedule consists of the products em- 
braced within the former Reciprocity treaty, 
together with manufactured articles. The 
bill ul80 provides lor tho free navigation of 
the St. Lawrence, its tributaries and canals 
and for tbe free use of all tho fisheries. 
You will observe Ibat not the slightest allu- 
sion to ihe admission of British Columbiu to 
the privileges of tbe treaty iB made. The 
provisions of Uit bill relate exclusively to 
the province* comprised in the Dominion, 
and to the colonics of Tr.nce Edward's Wand 
and Newfoundland. It will be perhaps 
unnecessary lor tue to remark that tbe adop- 
tion of any treaty of reciprocity which Bbnll 
not include our colony, would prove more 
disastrous to our best inteiests than any 
of tho unforiuitous circumstances which have 
recently assailed our integrity or uQectid 
our couimorcial and political Btaudiug; and 
for ono I conies* that I should almost despair 
of our luture prosperity, were I to see a 
mtasure consummated that wuold shut us uu> 
for oven two years lengtr from tba- • sd-v-as •• 
tages that must accrue to the Eastern (Jolou- 
ies by a renewal ol iho treaty, Oar Coal 
and Lumber alono — wero Ihu prohibitive

1 -^ w ' 1 1 1 
which 'he cons! of .Ibe suwiulaud is clothed 
from New Westmiusier to Fort Simpson 
Admit our coal nnd lumbar into San Fran- 
cisco at an ad valorem duty of five per cent , 
and wo would soon drive from that trinket 
every ten of inferior ooal. The cheapness of 
which is now its only recommenda'.ion, and 
would find speedy aud constant eale for all tbe 
lumber we could produce. Nature has doall 
I'indly with British Columbia ; and because 
her kind inteulions have not been appreci- 
ated is no fault ol the pooplo. The fault lice 
with tho government, and the sysiam must 
be changed bafore wo can look for an im- 
provement. I urn not aware that any repre- 
sentations bave been made to either the 
Canadian or the Imperial Government, ol 
tho anxiety cl the people of Colony to unite 
their destinies with thoso ol the Dominion. I 
um not even aware that il has been urged in 
tbe proper quarter that we are anxious to be 
included in uny reciprocity treaty that may 
bo effected between the Canadian and 
American Guverninonts. Js T or am 1 awure 
that any steps have boon taltsn to secure us 
— in case of our admission at some luture 
•iine as a member of tho Dominion — ibe nn- 
joymeot of tho urivi ezes of reciprocal trade. 
I incline to tbe opinion that our interests are 
being entirely overlooked ; aud I am strengh- 
ened in this painlul and mortifying conclusion 
by the fuot that the mover ot the bill indi- 
cates by name the provinces he proposes to 
admit to tbo benefits of reciprocity. Three 
ol tho provinces aro referred lo by name as 
they wero known before Union was consum- 
mated, ami noi by tbo generic titlo of tho 
Dominion.. If it were intended to admit Brit- 
ish Columbia, the generic lerm would have 
been employed, so that upon the ndrai'sion 
of ISritisb Columbia to the Confodoraoy, its 
people would have been invested wi;h all 
tbe privileges and benefits of tbo treaty that 
pertained lo lb'.' older membors of Ihe Con- 
federacy. This is a point which wo consi- 
der requites immediate attention, for I can 
imagine no circumstance likely to oxort a 
more disheartening and unfavorable ttloot 
upon British Columbians than a knowledge 
of the tact thai, even iu oust) of joining ihu 
Oonlederaoy, they would be dehorrai from 
ibe enjoyment of reciprocal trade relations 
with the Uuitod States.
